Last Night. 

AN ANNUAL EVENT. 

Acting-Dean Armstrong Gave 
AddreiB to the Medical Men. 

Last night one of the largest and 
most successful dinners ever held at 
McOllI was tendered the llodlcal 
SophomorDS by ihc Freshmen. 

E. Crawford, president of the First 
Year, opened the festivities with a 
toast to the Klni?. The "University 
Four" tollowod then with some very 
pleasing selections. The next toast, to 
the Alma Mater, was proposed by J 
C.'Hay, Acting Dean Armstrong rcs- 
I iioiitled by speaking of the notable 
, .sacrifices made by McUllI men during 
the past four years of the war. Our 
University has been given character 
and has acquired a new Identity by 
pressure of the recent .stirring events 
in world history. Perhaps one of the 
most significant results of the war is 
the tremendous impetus given to Me 
dicine and Science generally. It seem 
ed imperative that Medicine should 
rise to meet new and pressing ne.cds, 
and it was equal to the occasion. Dr, 
Armstrong's remarks were especially 
valuable coming from a man who ha4 
had a first-hand opportunity of see- 
ing actual war conditions. 

Q. B. Fels rendered a very difft 
ciilt piano selection with an admir- 
able technique which was fully ap 
predated by his audience. 

W. H. Jones, in proposing the toast 
to the Faculty, indicated the most im 
portant relations between Faculty 
I and student. Students as a rule ex 
I pcct certain definite things from the 
[faculty. On the other hand, the fac- 
i ulty expects certain things from the 
I "DtudcnlR. The most obvious of the 
I Latter are worlc and a manly student 
i l>ody. Students liko to meet a sympa- 
j thetic and perscmal touch in their pro' 
I f essors. Mr. Jones demonstrated in 
I a candid manner the Idea in point, and 
soon established a sympathy between 
himself andjhis audience -'which was 
not to be broken by prolonged ap 
plause. 

Dr. Lloyd responded on behalf of 
the Faculty, and noted that no two 
members of the staff ' impressed the 
student In the same manner. 
On every teacher there is 
a "jieculiar twist" which Is 
very important and tho most valuable 
asset which he possesses. Fol- 
lowing Dr. Lloyd, Mr. C. T. Fink 
I gave a vocal number with encores, 
I Lieut. R. L. Hamilton, on behalf of 
the boys ovrseaa, noted the Canadian 
spirit which has won such credit "over 
there." In France there was a re- 
markable pulling together by the Can- 
adians which needs to be cultivated 
at colleg« and at home. Sports over- 
seas have received the attention which 
we should give them here. 

J. O. Copeland drew attention. In 
replying, to the fighting spirit so char- 
acteristic of the men ovei^eaa which 
was so ably demonatrated on Saturday 
last by Sophomores and Freshmen. 

The toast to "Our Fallen Comrades" 
was fittingly a' silent one. 

The toast to the Sophomores waa 
proposed by M. J. Roblllard. H. R. 
Grinith, president of Second Year, 
in rea>ly, advised more work for the 
super-indolent— less for the super- 
studious. Athletics aeem to be the 
medium for stimulating the needed 
college spirit.

DR. VILLARD SPOKE. 

Women Students of Law and 
Medicine to be Admitted 
as Members. 

The first meeting of the 
Cercle Française was held yes- 
terday evening In the Union. 
.Plans had been made for the recep- 
tion of a large number of students 
who were desirous of joining; but, 
evidentlly through some misunder- 
standing, merely ten students were 
present. Though the attendance was 
small, those who were present en- 
joyed a pleasant evening. 

After the meeting was called ta or- 
der by O. Orosjjean, the president, 
plans were discussed' for the next 
meeting of tho Cercle. Representa- 
tives were appointed for each facul- 
ty, viz.. J, K. Mergler and O. Kline- 
berg for Arts; O. H, Phillimore for 
Law and Medicbie, and H. Mouquin 
for Science. As the Cercle Français 
has begun its activities so late in the 
session, the membership fee was re- 
duced to |2, It was decided to hold 
the next seance early In January. J. 
K. Mergler promised to give a short 
talk at the next meeting and M. H. 
Franklin and L. Schllefstein to hold a 
debate. 

Dr. P. Viilard, the honorary presi- 
dent of the Cercle Français, thyi be- 
gan his address. Dr. Viilard stated 
that he was not going to deliver the 
speech he had prepared but would 
merely give a short impromptu talk 
on France. 

Dr. Viilard's speech might well be 
entitltd "Thoughts on France" and is 
In substance as follows: 

Now that the great >ar which has 
Convulsed the world for a period of 
over four years is over, there are new 
problems .;to be faced and new horizons 
otfenei up. Students in American 
universities used to go to Germany to 
take their post-graduate courses as no 
degree was higher than one obtained 
from the great universities In Ger- 
many. Medical men, especially ocu- 
lists, went to Berlin and Vienna to 
complete their training. But, when 
war overshadowed Europe and the 
German universities were closed to 
these overseas students, this estab- 
lished prestige of the German colleges 
was obliterated. Prance, England and 
other European countries outside of 
Germany, have superseded German 
educational Institutions and have fill- 
ed the placd they formerly oiecupied. 

In commercial activities before the 
war, Germany was the leader. The 
German Government sent out he; 
agents to the four comers of the 
globe. German goods, sold in foreign 
countries, were far cheaper than 
those of home manufacture. This 
waa due to the subsidization of these 
G^^an manufacturing firms by the 
German Oovemmeit France, though 
she herself manufactured goods of a 
higher grade than Germany, never 
advertised her waree, and hence did 
not have the trade. Though no coun- 
try manufactured goods of a finer 
quality than those of France, was 
no equal for Germany in compètltlor 
as to price. Dr. Viilard cited as ar 
example the famous Parisian styles 
Germany sent agents to Paris whc 
would buy the original models and 
creations and* then manufacture them 
out of inferior materials, these she 
would sell in New York at prices far 
less; of couraet^tlian the terms asked 
by the French firms themselves, r 

Then again the French methods of 
carrying on business were diametric- 
ally opposed to those adopted by the 
Gennans. Fjranea never ' aoM goods 
on credit , French travellers' carried 
round with them pictures of the goods 
they bad to sell but no models. In 
point of fact, before a merchant could 
see' the actual French article he had 
to order it and pay for It in advance, 
and pay cash. 

I Pursuing his discussion of the eom- 
raercial methods of France and Oer- 

! many, Dr. Viilard next took up the 
subJeèTof pharmacy. The German 
product was of high grade and good 
quality, but the French pharmaceutic 

[article was even belter. Here again, 

[Germany controlled the markets 
through her superior, commercial

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THE PROFESSORIATE. 

Ev«n the most soi^fticated.of us wnnot regard the Profes- 
soriate except as a more or leas privileged or select class with 
rwhom anything in the nature of intimate personal assoc'atioii is 
inot to b« eontcm^t«d. Trm thcie are happy exeeptioa* Ijotk 
ton tK» 8icle of the Profeiaor and m that of the Student, bat they 
bre so rare as to he worthy of no very serious consideration. The 
ifact remains that to the generality of undergraduates, contact 
^vith the Professoriate is restricted to that which is more or less 
ireluetantly ei^erieneed in the claae room; expenenoes whkh in 
^any cases serve admirably to discoursge the Student In any 
tfurther effort to get acquainted." 

Yet the fuik$tioii of thé University so obviously involves the 
liersonal influence of the instructor upon the instructed that the 
institution daiing to deny the desirability of intimate conitden- 
tial association between the Professoriate and Student body is 
exposing itself to a charge of ineonsistency. Univeraities of f int 
xank frequently disparage contemporary institutions which pro- 
cess to accomplish their work by extra-mural means, for the rea^ 
feon that without the personal influence and instiniction of in- 
etructors justice cannot be done to academic work. They with- 
out exception make the personality of the learned and aocom- 
lilished an influence without which the CoUege man is a loeer. 
The real difficulty with the whole business is that it is merely 
theoretical; that is, the statement that the real University in- 
•volves the personal influence of a learned Professoriate upon an 
unsophisticated Student body is purely— in a great many cases^ 
• matter of woîrds. The fact of the matter is that nc^uch inti- 
macy between Student and Professor exists. 

Who is to blame? We do not consider ourselves disposed, or 
It may he con^wtent, to answer this question, but feel that upon 
jUw eoniiideration which is aocMded it and its proper solution de- 
liends in great measure the force which the University will be in 
Ihe future as an actual influence upon the minds and personality 
l>f its graduates. The fiction ot a Professoriate posing as the 
Iwarm-hearted confidential friend and adviser of the undergrad* 
bate is fast tosing its potency, and Students at least are begift* 
kiing'to fed the kidc of any real common interest between them- 
Delves and their instnietors. 



ENTHUSIASM. 

We opportunely stumbled upon the following rather comprom- 
ising little clipping from the pages of the "Minnesota Daily" af- 
!ter writing the above editorial. It expresses an element Of truth 
iwhich should impress Professor and Student alike. 

"How nofih more interesting a class is when tLe Professor 
thows that he is enthusiastic about his subject And how mon- 
Dtonous and tiresome a class is when the Professor drawls his 
lecture in a cokmrless, tired voice. That is, of course, from the 
standpoint of the Student From the standpoint of the Professor, 
perhaps, he finds blank stares, weary yawns, easily diverted at- 
^Untion of Students roost annoying and depressing. While, on 
the other hand, perhaps he finds interested faces, intelligent, to- 
the-pdnt questions, and a normal amount of attention inspiring, 
periiaps enthusiasm for the subject taught depends pn both 
Student and Professor. Qui sait?"

MTMUNEMISTRY'S 

MSANOFAU, 

Tbte tenn iatro-cheini«tt3r Is one 
Mldom h€«rd nowadaya. It mean* 
clicaiatrr apvlied to or used in 
BMÉtdae. The Mtael tkat tint pro- 
mnlsated iU thaorioa and practices 
flouHshed between the flrat quarter 
of the Sixteaath Century and the lat- 
ter half of the SevontewUu It held 
that 11 «nu imm the pr«t*r chamical 
relattOM at the fluide In the body that 
health WM dependent; and it endeav- 
oured froBt thie hypothasli to explmin 
health oasdltteoa ia tenu o< chemi- 
eal tuai —i Ulo. riaaden awean 
to haw been itt chief centra of opera- 
tiont during the Serenteonth Century. 
It noodi ao atMtch «t the tmatiim- 
tion to recognise Its empiriciaai', 
reaehing even to the present day In 
the drugging syeteme that wtth hyp- 
notic clutch bold a not inconsiderable 
portloa of the human race in bondage 
as great as that to which the imme- 
diate folloiwers of Paracelsus suh- 
jeeted their victims. 

Opposed to th« school of iatro- 
chemists was that of the iatro-math- 
ematiclans, wbtch held sway in Italy 
in the Siiteentta Century. It at- 
tea^pted to apply the laws ot mechan- 
ics and mathematics to the htunan 
body; and its adherents were enthusi- 
asUc anatomists. The iatro-chem- 
ioal school, holding that disease re- 
«ulted from abnormal chemical pro- 
ceases within the body, believed that 
health could be restored by the coun- 
teracting effects of chemical stib> 
stances. 

Paracelsus was the chief exponent 
of this materialistic group during the 
earlier part of its career. He was a 
man wEo never stood high In the esti- 
maUoB ot bis contemporaries. It has 
been said of him that he was "of vio- 
lent passions, coarse, arrogant and 
nascrupiilouB"— not at all promising 
moterlal, one would say, for the heal- 
ing of the sick. Paracelsus had an 
aArenturom earoer, living at one time 
by fortune telling, nt another as an 
army surgeon, between times gsth- 
ering whatever curious fntormation he 
could from gypsies, conjurers and 
chemists Indiscriminately. The world 
to him was a kind of heterogeneous 
oyster which he strove to open on the 
chance of finding some sort of a 
pearl which would enable him to se- 
cure the recipe for the healing or the 
tmslloratloa et the world's snSerings. 
He had wandered when still a young 
man over most of Europe, and had 
peneftrated Boni« distance also into 
Asia and Africa. In 1626 he was ap- 
pointed professor of pbjrtrie ia the 
nnlveralty of Baael. 

At this time the laity were In revolt 
at the tyelem of therapeutics In vogue, 
and Paraceltns bseame thoir spokes- 
man, grsatly to the chaeria of his pro- 
tesstoaal friends. He was aeenaiated 
with almost ail the chemical prepara- 
tions of his day, and it was his aim to 
use as many of these as possitrie In his 
practice. His ability alons this line 
has aevtr bsan doubted; but h« made 
ao dlscoTcrjr «t any new chemical 
substance. His opinions were a 
strange mixture compounded of mys- 
ticism, theosophy, pantheism, and as- 
trology; and he was tlrmlr under the 
convtctioa that astrology was defin- 
itely associated with medicine. Re in- 
sisted that the function of chemistry 
was not to make gold from the baser 
metals, but to niaantacture medicines 
and substaofces for'uM In the aris. 
So strongly did his teaching Impress 
Itself on the people thst from his day 
chemiitry began to be taught in the 
universities and schools as an essen- 
tial part of a modlcal edtieation. 

The immediate followers of Patia- 
celsns wera extremely bold in propa- 
gating the doctrines of their master. 
Thsy declared that the secrets of ma- 
gieal medloitts were contained in the 
Aipoealypse. They were extrême pan- 
tbelsts. They believed that everytblns 
tlMt exists eats and drinks, that even 
nriaerals and liquids do so. They held 
that all hunmn knowledge was to be 
toaad la^ Cakala,, th« lawn of which 
explained all bodily function: the s«n 
ruled ttae heart, Jupiter thè^ liver; 
Mercwy the lungs, and so forth. Oold 
was ths specific for hearty ^f^V^Pf 
wMIe illTsr solutions Idbkaif after tlié 
brain. One can hardly imadne it 
pesttble to go further along the lines 
of blind credulity and fictitious spocu- 
lation than did these men. They were 
daafcrras fluiattet, reeklsas and nn- 
scmpnlons In the use they made of 
snbstaness but ImporfteUy known to 
them and they wrought tmtold misery 
and mischief on those upon whom 
they eipeiaBeatcd. The suggestions 
tbsy petued Into the minds of the nn- 
thinklac psmeate deeply many of the 
beliefs of humanity to this hour. 

So far as the iatr&.chemist8 were 
chemiste they did servtee. Libavius 
was the dia co T o rer of staanle ishloride, 
and he described a method for making 
oi\ ot vitriol (sulphuric acid) which is 
practically the same method as the 
one now In use on the manuYacturing 
scale. Van Helmont os^^e^/Jflu; 
Thaïes, thst water was the true foimd- 
ation of all things. He Is said to 
have been the first to use the tenn 
yai, and he acenratsly dsaevBMd -car-

clM of tho Cecil family. It is a per- 
fect farce that we should not be al- 
lowed to discuss Queatiims affecting 
the hoahh of the «MMrcn in ths 
schools. It 4s monstrous." The Chair- 
man p rac esded to pass sentence, to 
which Mr. Lloyd George's only de- 
fence was:— "We must make a most 
emphatic protest against the action 
which the Chairman has taken at the 
Instigation of the Prime Minister. We 
consider the Chairman ruled out 
questions of vHal importance to our 
eonatituen*!, and we cannot, consist- 
ently iHth our sence of duty, take any' 
further part in thii farce of a parlia- 
mentary session." Arm-in-arm Mr. 
AsQuith and Mr, Lloyd George led the 
wlwie bo^ ot Liberals out of the 
Rows without voting to mark their 
senae ot the tyrannical action of th« 
Qovenmieat, It was a memorable 
scene. 

In this second period, there occur- 
red something for which Lloyd George 
was by many and for long mis-Judged 
and misunderstood. The Boer war 
had broken out in October^ 1S99, 
when he was touring Canada. He 
('hang:rd his programme and hurried 
home. He found the Liberals either 
acquiescing In or openly supporting 
Sir. Chamberlain's war policy, while 
Sir Henry CamphelUBannennan hard- 
ly knew his own mind. L, 0. at once 
set about the congenial, but unpopular 
task ot awakening the Nonconformist 
conscience and endeavouring to stem 
the rising tide of war enthusiasm. He 
imdertook a great Peace campaign 
throughout the kingdom, becoming at 
once an object ot general opprobrium, 
both inside and ouitslde the House. To 
the Bnglish nasses he appealed on 
the ground that every shell bursting 
in Africa was carrying away an Old 
Age Pension; to the Welsh people he 
said: "This war will put an end to 
Disestablishment for six years." in 
the House and in the country he did 
not tall to remind the world that 
the South African War was essential- 
ly a landlord's and capitalist's war 
He maintained, moreover, that it was 
a public duty to Instruct the people 
on easenthil matters ot fact and ol 
principle, irrespective ot whether the 
war was won or not. 

During all this time in which he 
was under the cloud of popular dis- 
pleasure treqnent attempt* were made 
against the person of the man who 
stood up for principle. At Olasgow, 
Brittol and liskeard in Cornwall, he 
was aubjMtisd' 'to ssprkUons bt this 
displeasure, but Birmingham, the con- 
stituency of Mr. Chamberlain, went 
farthest, the mob almost wrecking 
the building where he tried to speak. 
He escaped unhurt disguised as a pol- 
Icemsn, 

It was a remarkable tribute to L. 
G.'s power among his own people in 
Wales that when the Khaki Election 
of 1900 took place In the period of his 
greatest unpopularity he not only kept 
his seat but inereaaed his majority by 
60 per cent. His words after the de- 
claration of the poll are significant 
and indicative of the character of the 
man. "While England and Scotland are 
drunk with blood, the brain of Wales

These, 
with many others, brought chemistry 
within the ran^ of professional study, 
with the result that many substances 
were dtsoovered and the foundations 
laid for progress along more rational 
lines. 

During this period Agricole did 
splendid work as a metallnglst, as 
did Palisy, thé potter, and fHâuber, 
tha-^ technologist.' . All . thrte were 
almost entlrsly expenmontal chem- 
ists, Agrioola. la his work, "Llbri XII 
jp. Mstallica," gives secoimts of 
teatiag, Pf^ratton and extrac- 
tion of' tht ores, as pmetlsed in hie 
Ume. Re goes farto the ameltlng of 
copper and the methods of obtatnmg 
mercury and gold by amalgamatioD. 
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remains clear, and shs advances with 
steady step on the road to progress 
and liberty." 

What we have termed the third pe- 
riod, or the period of responsibility 
and administration begins with the 
return to power of the Liberals in 
1906, with a strong majority, and leads 
up to 1914, the year ia which hostil- 
ities broke out over praetlcalfy all 
Europe. Re-enforced by a new and 
vigorous spirit, and rejuvenated by 
the numbers of new men who had 
spriug up since 1194, the Liberals en- 
tered office with promise. Their lea- 
der was Sir Henry Campbell-Baaaer- 
man. In selection of his Cabinet, he 
brought In new blood, and amens oth- 
ers Lloyd George. This promotion

In education. Germany attracted the 
.■student not because of the superiority 
of her educational butitutions— for 
those of France were better— but be- 
cause studfnts' quarters in Germany 
were better than in France. Germany's 
accommodatiou of students was supe- 
rior to France's. 

Dr. Villard then reviewed through 
many long ccntiirir.s Fram c'c iiosition 
a-i regard-s inventions and womlerful 
discoveries. The porcelain which wt 
j have on our cups to-day, we owe to 
the brilliance of a . French scientist. 
It was a Frenchman who rli.-rovei-cd 
the irumenso potency of steam, F.ng- 
land earned the credit for the dis- 
covery of steam, whereas the engin* 
' eering world is indebted to France tor 
this achievement. 

in the scicnee of aeronautics, a 
■ 'rcnchman was the first to be imbued 
with llie idea of flying iu the ,air. He 
constructed a paper balloon which 
.rose ihron.ah the li.çhtness of heated 
air. In passlne. Dr. Villard mention- 
ed I he fact that the pasenger was a 
I monkey. 

j Commercial indt»try in France waa 

\ retarded by the revocation of the Kdlct 
I of Nantes by Louis XIV. The major- 
ity of the .ureal French maniif.-icturers 
I were Uugenots, and hence, when their 
j privileges were withdrawn, they left 
France; rolfeiy cxpcit;, went lo Ger- 
miiny; glass niakcr.s to Germany and 
j other Industrial Icarteis to forelfm 
' counirlea. Thus French coinmerclal 
activities were handicapped. 

In Science .nul Letters. Fronce has 
alwa.v;i held a liich place. In phlloso- 
jphical sul)Jrcis. Frenchmen were the 
j prime leaders. The Germans through 
I their policy of seif-advertiaeroent bave 
the reputation but they learned from 
France. 

in Physics, PancHl, who dlrcovered 
^ some of the most salient truths of 
I this subject, was a Frenchman. He 
I learned his Uirtu all by himself as his 
parents considered him of too nervous 
a temperament to have teocher.s. 

So likewise in .Mathematics, many 
of the teadtnc luminaries have been 
Frenchmen. In Chemistry, I.avolssler 
named the ■'father of modern Chemis- 
try," waR a B'renchman. Radium was 
I discçvered by a modest, retiring 
I Frenchwoman. ' 
' In Jllaiory. our ]iiio«lrrl-r ol' ihe 
i wonder.s of past events in Ilsypt we 
owe (0 France. 

Jean .Jacques Rousseau, the great 
; French teacher, enlightened the world 
■ on m.my r-iib.iects. Rousseau pointed 
out thai iC living in France was bad 
lit was the f6uU of the educational 
system. Many famous philosophers, 
I for example, Tolstoi, learned and 
I merely copied from Rouseau. 

Rousseau changed the face of the 
I whole of Europe. Prance has made 
\ education more democratic. Dr. Vil- 
lard atated. 

Th'.Mi- Is no country In the world 
where people have a better mode of 
living than in France. The French 
people have more regard tor the spirit- 
ual side of life than the mere material 
side. They make their lives IjeautituI 
but are not great uioney makers. 
Strangers who go to France see many 
faults. The Americans could not un- 
derstand the habits, the absence of 
love of money of the French people 
and the spiritual way in which the 
French nation lived. 

Now that the war is over, Dr. Vil- 
lard concluded, America will learn 
much of France. Over 250 yoiiUK wo- 
men students have already arrived to 
follow courses in some of the leading 
U. a. universities. So likewise, Am- 
erican students arc going over to 
Prance to study. Thus will foreign 
countries learn more of the beauties 
and virtues of "Ia Belle Patrie." 

Dr. Vlllard's speech was filled with 
amusing stories, which, told in the 
spontaneous French way, were prrcet- 
cd with much laughter^ Jfi was unan-
